These claims have been found allowable, as drawn to the same scope of 
coverage as amended claim 1. 

II) Claims 25,26,50,51 & 64 are CANCELLED. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention 
as it is now claimed is neither anticipated or suggested by the prior art of record. The 
insect control attributable to the combination of ingredients at the claimed 
concentrations provides efficacy not otherwise suggested, in an environmentally 
desirable effects, reduction in toxicity to non-target organisms.
